IN CRIMINAL SESSIONS. 
(Before His Henour Mr Fielding Clarke, 
Acting Chief Justice). 
Tucsday, Aug. 19. 


AN INHARMONIOUS PARTNERSHIY, 


Chan Chun Shang; who is part proprictor 
of several Chiness tea-houses, was charged 
with committing a serious assault on ono of 
his partners. He pleaded not guilty, and 
tho following gentlemen were.sworn o8 & 
jury: Messra T. B. Powell, H. Reeves, 
DB. F. Naudin, W. G. Humphreys, J, Wal- 
Ince, J. Uhiman, and J. M, d’Almeida. 

Me Francia, instructed by Mr Hastings 
(of Messrs Wotton and Deocon’s ofiice), ap- 
peared for the prosecation ; and Mr Leach, 
instructed by Mr Evwens, was for thy de- 
fonce. 

Mi Francis said the charges against the 
defendant scemed to have originated in cer 
tain transactions which tuok place on 27th 
July last and had their motive in some bus 
aincss arrangements or disturbance between 
the complainant and the defendant which 
took place somo short time before, The 
complainant, Leung Tim, wes the principal 
shareholder in twe or three Chinese cating- 
houses in the colony, and the defendant 
had a small share in these eating-houses. 
Some time before the 27th July there wero 
some differences between the defendant and 
his rattuers, und steps were taken by the 
other partners to get the defendant ont of 
the partnership, Notice was given to him 
by Messrs Wotton and Deacon, that s> far 


as he was.concermed the -parinership was ; 


dissolved and other steps wore being takou 
to form another partnership. The com- 
plainant would stato that in connection 
with this question there were seme thieats 
made usp of by tho defendant towards tho 
complainant. On the night of the 27th 
July the complainant was going to one of 
his eating-houses on the Paya, and as he 
was passing the end of a Jaue which leads 
into Queen's Road somewhere near tho 


Chincso ‘Theatre a namber of peoplo rushed | 


out on him, caught hold of him gnd beat 
him with iron bars and other weapons, tho 
defendant being one vf those who attacked 
lim. Ju feet his evidence would te that 


the defendant was the first person to acize ! 
and attack Lim, that he aaid ‘This is the’ 


man’ aud called apon vthers to como for- 
ward and help. The complainant: seemed 
to have beon rather badly beaten. Ho went 
to the Polico Station that night and report- 
ed the matter and next morning he was sen 
by a medical man who would tell the jury 
that the man was severely cat and beaten 
and that in ono partof hia body he wae 
wonnded. The charges were three in nuw- 
bor—tho fret being that of anlawfully and 
nitliciously wounding, the aveond that of 
unlawfully and = maliciously — inflicting 
grievous bodily harm, and pho third simply 
that of assavit, Ho believed the dyfence 
would be an alibi, and a number of 
witnesses “would bo called to say that tho 
defendant was in an eating house ut dinner 
with a vomber of cther people at the tine 
of tho agsautt. 

'The complainant pave evidence in support 
of counssi’s statement, He sid be bad no 
doubt whatever about the defendant. being 
the man who struek him first.

THE YELLOW RIVER FLOODS. 


The Rev. W. Muirhead has handed the 
N.-G. Daily News for publication tho fol- 
lowing extracts from a letter from Chu- 
chia, dated 23rd ulto, :— 

Tho waters of the Yellow River have 
once more taken posreszion of thousands of 
mow of land in Huinin, Pinchou, P'atai, 
Liching and Posing, On tho 11th inst. 
the river buret ite southern embankment 
just opposite to Liching (pl) Yat) and flood - 
ed all that region, It wasouly afew Lé from 
the place whero it broke through its bank 
that Mr Chin had constructed ‘his dyke. 
‘This dyko enclosed thirty villages and two 
hundred ching. When the frosh break 
took place sume villains, under cover of 
night, wade a breach in the dyke. Tho 
flood witers rushed through and destroyed 
all hopes of thu autumn harvest. On the 
12th inst. I was in Chanhowa and aout a 
messenger to Mr Chin. The messenger 
returned from Liching with the report 
that Mr Chin bnd returned to Yang- 
hsin’ because of the flood, and beeause ha 
eonld do nothing now that the dyke was 
destroyed. He also reported that Liching 
was in grent danger, a3 the water of -the 
Yellow River had risen so much that it was 
higher than the city wall. 1f the embask- 
ment gave way the city and neighbouring 
villages would certainly be awopt away, I 
sont the messctiger on to Mr, Chin and had 
a reply feom him the nextday. Eo urged 
nio to hurry oa to Yanghsin as the river 
bad broken ite north bank to tho gouth- west 
atid the water was duwing in the dircction 
of Chanhwa. As ve wore driving over tho 
P'ingchiakon we saw the water waa fiw. 
ing from the south in a bed which it had 


| mace for i sulf several yeara ago. The road 


lay across th’s bed. When we drove past in 
tho cart the water wna just commencing to 
flow over the road. The next day. we 
heard the sad nowa that the flavd had swept 
over the same districts that it lad inandas- 
ed last year. Mr, Chin called on mo’ in 
Yanghsin and said that relief was not need- 
vd just new as be and his companions had 
only fivished distributing money a few days 
age, He said anoreover that tho poor 
people would -he most badly otf after the 
au uinn, when the cold weather was setting 
in, 
THE YELLOW RIVE IN SUENSI. 

The new Governor of Shensi, Lu Ch‘uan- 
lin, submits a report upon tho state of the 
Yellow River within his jurisdiction, ‘and 
the measares which be propeses to take for. 
the conservancy of it-ansl other waterwass. 
‘The Yel'uw: River, he observes, forma the 


oundary of the provinea on the north-eus! 
above Lung Méa it rans through mountain 
gorges, but the lower part of its ¢ urs in 
Shensi is on comparatively level ground. 
Tho district of Ch‘aoyi in the Prefecture 
of T'uogehow borders upon the. river on 
the east, while its western portion con- 
tains the source of. tha River Lo, which 
runs southward and joins the Wei. From 
old topographical authorities, i¢ appears 
that uring. the Ming dynasty tho two 
rivers were geparated froni each other by a 
large tract of country. In the reign of Wan 
Lia bresch occurred in the Yellow River 
at Tach‘ingkuan, and ever since that time 
ita course has been. gradially taking a 
more westerly direction, while that of the 
Lo River has similarly altered towards the. 
east, reducing thu distance between the two 
until in some places the intervening. space.
